GSR. 339, — In exercise of the powers conferred bv the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to the post of Sircar in the Department of Family Planning,

1. Short title and commencement.— (1) These rules may be called the Depart- 
ment of Family Planning (Sircar) Recruitment Rules, 1971.

Draft Regulations 


1. These regulations may be called the Coal Mines (Amendment) Regulations, 
1871, 

2. For regulation 198 of the Coal Mines Regulations, 1957, the following regu- 
lation shall be substituted, namely:— 


“198, Payment of fees . — Any fees payable under these regulations shall be paid 
directly into the Treasury or a branch of the State Bank of India or by means 
of a Crossed Indian Postal Order and the receipt of the Treasury or Bank or Postal 
Order shall be sent to the Chief Inspector along with the application to which 
the fee relates."
